The  Rural  District  of  East  Kesteven  comprises  41  civil  parishes 
and  extends  to  123,406  acres  ( 1 93  squai6 miles)  from  the  now 
reclaimed  and  fertile  fenlands  to  the  fringe  of  the  limestone  hills 
of  the  Midland  Shires.  Situated  in  the  Kesteven  Division  of 
Lincolnshire  it  is  bounded  on  the  east  by  the  River  Witham  and  the 
great  Forty  Foot  Drain.  On  the  south  the  District  limit  is 

defined  for  some  distance  by  the  main  road  from  Grantham  to  the 
East  Coast.  It  passes  across  this  towards  Folkingham,  on  the 
trunk  road  from  Lincoln  to  London,  and  then  takes  a north-westerly 
course  to  Ermine  Street  at  Wilsford  Heath.  This  long  straight 
read  is  followed  northwards  past  Byard' s Leap  to  Temple  Bruer,  where 
the  boundary  turns  eastwards  again,  crossing  the  Lincoln  Read  at 
Blankney  Heath  and  thence  past  Methoringham  Station  and  along  the 
line  of  Metheringham  Delph,  back  to  the  River  Witham. 

The  inhabitants  of  the  district  generally,  are  engaged  in 
agriculture.  In  addition,  there  are  to  be  found  a few  minor 
miscellaneous  trades  and  industries  and  large  R.A.F.  establishments 
at  Cranwell  and  Digby,  together  with  a sprinkling  of  light  industry, 
poultry  packing,  prepared  neat  products,  etc.,  and  light  engineering, 
etc.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  present  to  you  my  Report  for  19&5* 

The  health  of  the  district  has  continued  to  be  good;  the 
most  prevalent  infectious  disease  was  measles  with  421 
notifications,  compared  with  393  cases  in  19^4-  There  were  only 
5 cases  of  whooping  cough  notified  compared  with  35  in  19&4* 
Whodping  cough  is  a serious  disease  in  the  very  young  and  the 
debilitated  child.  Immunising- in  the  early  months  of  life  with 
triple  vaccine  has  played  a large  part  in  the  comparative  rarity 
of  this  disease  along  with  diphtheria. 

The  outbreak  of  Poliomyelitis  at  Blackburn  emphasises  the 
need  of  keeping  immunity  at  a high  rate  in  a community.  There  is 
no  excuse  for  everyone  who  is  entitled  to  be  immunised  not  taking 
advantage  .of  the  protection  offered  by  the  oral  vaccine.  I was 
very  pleased  with  the  response  of  the  Staff  to  the  offer  of  this 
protection  which  is  so  simple  and  quick.  Public  Health 
Department  Staff  are  at  special  risk  in  time  of  epidemics  and 
their  immunising  and  vaccination  state  against  smallpox  must  be 
kept  up-to-date. 

The  Birth  Rate  in  East  Kesteven  has  followed  the  national 
trend  and  is  lower  this  year  than  last. 

The  Death  Rate  is  higher  than  last  year,  but  small  figures 
can  give  misleading  pictures.  97  deaths  occurred  in  those  75 
years  and  over,  49  in  males  and  48  in  females,  the  only  time  in 
life  the  sexes  are  equally  represented;  even  in  infancy,  5 males 
died  to  2 females,  and  in  total  there  were  128  male  deaths  out  of 
a total  of  212.  There  were  6 deaths  from  breast  cancer  and  one 
dea*k  from  cancer  of  the  womb.  These  two  conditions  are  curable 
if  treated  early.  The  Cervical  Cytology  Clinic  is  being 
established  in  Sleaford  to  assist  in  early  diagnosis  of  this 
condition.  These  conditions  appear  to  affect  a younger  group  of 
women  than  cancer  of  the  lung  which  caused  5 deaths  in  men  over 
55  years.  It  appears  that  knowledge  is  helping  to  let  us  know 
the  cause  of  some  forms  of  cancer,  but  statistics  do  not  seem  to 
influence  smokers,  those  smoking  20  or  more  cigarettes  a day  being 
at  special  risk. 

There  were  no  deaths  in  the  5-14  age  group  which  is 
gratifying.  The  most  common  cause  of  death  in  this  group  is  no 
longer  infectious  diseases  but  accidents.  This  should  make  us 
all  think  about  hazards  especially  on  the  roads.  This  Council 
plays  an  important  park  in  Road  Safety  Campaign,  but  let  us 
remember  the  amount  of  suffering  both  metal  and  physical  that  can 
occur  as  a result  of  injury.  If  any  infectious  disease  was  to 
cause  the  number  of  fatal  cases  and  seriously  ill  people  that  road 
accidents  do  every  day,  I am  sure  action  would  be  taken. 

The  various  voluntary  organisations  continue  to  give  support 
to  the  elderly,  the  Over  60  Clubs,  the  V/.V.S.  with  their  "Meals  on 
Wheels"  to  mention  only  two. 


The  County  Council  with  their  home  help  service,  night  sitter 
service  and  nursing  service  are  helping  to  keep  the  elderly  in 
their  own  homes,  aid  the  General  Practitioner.  Y/e  are  following 
Doctor  Maddison1 s work  with  interest  in  his  clinics  for  the 
elderly,  where  all  services  are  available  for  treatment  of  defects 
of  hearing  and  vision  and  all  the  equipment  for  E.C.G.  etc. 
Nutritional  and  endocine  therapy  is  given  as  necessary.  I under- 
stand the  feeling  of  well-being  of  the  patients  has  to  be  seen  to 
be  believed. 

v/e  are  living  in  times  of  change.  A rural  community  has 
many  advantages  over  the  city  dweller.  Loneliness  should  not  be 
the  problem  that  it  is  in  the  towns.  There  are  some  disadvantages 
that  it  is  much  more  difficult  and  expensive  to  provide  basic 
services  like  sewage  disposal  but  this  is  being  dealt  with 
gradually  as  progress  continues  in  sewering  the  major  villages. 

I wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  of  the  Health  Committee  and  the 
Chairman  of  the  Council  as  well  as  all  Members  of  the  Health 
Committee  and  the  Council  for  their  interest  and  help  during  19^5» 

I should  also  like  to  thank  the  Staff  of  the  Health  Department  as 
well  as  all  Chief  Officials  for  their  help  and  loyalty  during 

1965.

MOTE:  Population. 

The  Registrar  General's  estimate  of  the  home  population  for 
the  mid-year,  21,860  shows  a substantial  increase  of  270  above 
the  figure  for  the  previous  year  which  was  21,590*  The  natural 
increase  of  births  over  deaths  accounted  for  some  189  of  this 
increase.  The  remainder,  therefore,  are  due  to  an  influx  of 
migrants  probably  service  personnel. 

Birth  and  Death  Rates. 

As  the  age  and  sex  distribution  of  the  population  in 
different  areas  materially  affects  both  the  Birth  and  Death  Rates 
of  those  areas,  comparability  factors  allowing  for  this  are 
issued  by  the  Registrar  General  for  each  Local  Government  Unit. 
These  factors  may  be  used  for  calculating  what  are  termed  in  this 
Report  as  "Nett"  rates  and  fairer  comparisons  are  obtained  if  the 
latter  are  used  when  comparing  rates  with  those  of  any  other  area 
(when  these  have  been  similarly  adjusted)  or  with  the  rates  for" 
the  Country  as  a whole.  In  addition  to  the  adjustment  made  to 
the  death  rate  area  comparability  factor,  the  birth  rate  area 
comparability  factor  has  also  been  adjusted  to  take  account  of  the 
presence  of  sterile  population  in  institutions  or  mentally 
deficient. 

These  factors  for  Births  and  Deaths  in  respect  of  East 
Kesteven  are  1.04  and  1 . 1 4 respectively.  The  corresponding 
figure  when  multiplied  by  the  Crude  Rate  (that  is,  for  Births  and

The  crude  death  rate  from  causes  was  9*70  per  1,000  of  the 
estimated  population,  compared  with  last  year's  figure  of  8,84, 
while  the  Nett  Rate  was  11. 06  compared  with  9*83  for  the 
previous  year.  The  number  of  deaths  which  now  include  those 
members  of  the  Services  stationed  in  the  area  showed  an  increase 
in  the  death  rate  of  1.22  compared  with  the  previous  year  and 
was  the  highest  since  1954* 

Diseases  of  the  Cardio-vascular  system  again  head  the  list 
in  the  causes  of  death,  accounting  for  just  over  63 7°  of  the 
total  (134)  and  of  those  50  were  due  to  Coronary  Disease. 

33  deaths  were  due  to  malignant  neoplasms  or  new  growths 
which  are  as  is  not  unusual  the  second  highest  cause  of  death, 
followed  by  the  respiratory  group  with  13  deaths,  11  of  which 
were  due  to  Pneumonia. and  Bronchitis. 

There  were  7 deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age 
representing  an  Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  17*46  per  1,000  live 
births  compared  with  8 deaths  in  1964  representing  a rate  of  ' 

18. 91  per  1,000  live  births.  The  small  numbers  involved  mean 
that  one  or  two  deaths  can  make  a big  difference  in  the  rate 
per  thousand  live  births.  It  should  be  noted  that  6 of  these  ‘ 
deaths  occurred  in  the  first  week  of  life  and  the  other  death 
under  one  year  was  due  to  a congenital  malformation. 

There  were  fortunately  no  deaths  in  the  East  Kesteven  .Rural 
District  from  Maternal  Causes,  representing  a Maternal  Mortality 
Rate  of  0.00  per  1,000  total  births,  compared  with  a National 
Rate  of  0.25.  V/h en  comparing  such  rates  with  other  areas  or 

previous  years  no  importance  should  be  attached  to  rates  based 
on  very  small  numbers  as  they  may  have  little  or  no  statistical 
significance. 

There  was  one  death'  from  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  during 

1965. 
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The  deaths  registered  under  Heart  Disease  during  1965 
numbered  75*  Reference  to  the  Chief  Causes  of  Death  shows  that 
this  remains  the  principal  cause.  The  death  rate  per  1,000  of 
the  estimated  population  was  3*43  compared  with  2.22  for  1964  and 
3.23  in  1963.

Vaccination  and  Immunisation. 

There  were  no  changes  in  the  County  Council  scheme-  for 
diphtheria  and  smallpox  and  poliomyelitis  vaccination  during  the 
year  - the  scheme  had  been  extended  during  the  previous  year  to 
include  whooping  cough,  poliomyelitis  and  B.C.G. 

Immunisation  against  tetanus  (lock-jaw)  is  very  important  in  a 
rural  area  and  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  many  children  are  new 
receiving  protection  against  this  disease.  It  was  not  necessary 
to  make  arrangements  for  anthrax  vaccination  under  Section  26  of  the 
National  Health  Service  Act,  1946. 

B.C.G.  Vaccination  - Kesteven  County  Council. 

B.C.G.  is  offered  to  all  schoolchildren  at  13  years  of  age  in 
the  County  cf  Kesteven  who  are  shown  by  the  Heafe  sxin  test  to  be  in 
need  cf  protection.  No  separate  figures  are  available  fop  East 
Kesteven  but  I am  most  grateful  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  for  making  available  the  following  figures.

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HOUSING. 


The  Council's  slum  clearance  programme  was  nearing  to  a close 
and  it  is  expected  that  only  occasional  individual  houses  will  be 
dealt  with  in  future  years  when  for  a variety  of  reasons  improvements 
and  reconstruction  are  not  practical  or  economical.  During  the 
year  two  Clearance  Orders  involving  seven  houses  were  confirmed. 
Demolition  Orders  were  made  in  respect  of  twelve  houses  and  one 
Closing  Order  was  made.  During  the  same  period  eight  houses  were 
demolished  and  two  families  involving  eight  persons  were  re-housed 
from  such  properties. 

Rent  Act,  1957. 

No  certificates  of  disrepair  7/ere  issued  during  the  year  and 
this  legislation  seems  to  be  relatively  non-effective  in  this  area. 

Improvement  Grants. 

The  Council  considered  the  implications  of  the  Housing  Act, 

1964  and  decided  to  implement  the  provisions  of  the  Act  voluntarily 
by  encouraging  owners  to  improve  properties  by  means  of  grants  and 
to  achieve  this  end  appointed  a Technical  Assistant  to  assist  the 
Public  Health  Inspectorate  in  this  work.  Surveys  are  to  be 
carried  out  in  the  whole  area  and  a start  had  already  been  made  in 
one  of  the  larger  parishes,  Heckington  when  the  following  information 
was  recorded. 

Out  of  a total  of  601  occupied  houses  within  the  parish  boundaries 
there  are  1 64  houses  lacking  one  or  more  of  the  prescribed  amenities 
but  of  this  number  64  were  owner/occupied.  There  would  appear  to  be 
55  dwellinghouses  suitable  for  inclusion  in  nine  improvement  areas, 

9 dwellings  of  which  are  owner/ occupied  and  46  tenanted  leaving  54 
tenanted  houses  which  could  be  dealt  with  outside  improvement  area 
procedure. 

As  the  surveys  proceed  all  owners  of  sub-standard  properties  are 
advised  of  the  grants  available  and  the  powers  of  the  local  authority 
to  require  improvements  in  certain  circumstances. 

It  7/as  approved  that  film  shows  and  lectures  be  held  as  and  when 
convenient  as  the  surveys  proceed  in  the  various  parishes. 

During  the  year  approval  v/as  given  to  the  following  improvement 

grant  s ; - 

Standard  in  respect  of  34  houses. 

Discretionary  in  respect  of  23  houses. 

In  the  same  period  the  following  improvement  grants  wore  com- 
pleted and  grants  were  paid:- 

Standard  - 34  houses  improved  - £3 5 757 • 

Discretionary  - 36  houses  improved  - £10,870. 

WATER  SUPPLIES. 

The  Kesteven  Water  Board  is  responsible  for  the  Water  Under- 
taking provided  for  this  area  which  is  a comprehensive  supply 
serving  all  except  a few  isolated  properties  in  the  Council's  area. 

The  sources  of  supply  during  the  year  were  derived  from  bores  in  the 
Lincolnshire  Limestone  at  Drove  Lane,  Sleaford  and  Ashby-de-la- 
Launde.  The  Public  Health  Department  continues  to  satisfy  itself 
that  the  water  provided  is  wholesome  and  of  a satisfactory  bacterial 
quality  and  during  the  year  140  samples  of  the  public  supply  were 
submitted  for  bacteriological  examination,  all  with  the  exception  of 
one  being  highly  satisfactory. 
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Private  supplies  were  sampled  when  thought  necessary  and  as  a 
result  of  the  unsatisfactory  shallow  well  supply  serving  the 
isolated  properties  at  Temple  Bruer  area,  precautions  were  taken 
by  instructing  occupants  to  boil  water  or  alternatively  chlorinate 
until  such  time  as  negotiations  were  completed  with  the  various 
authorities  to  extend  a mains  supply  to  this  area.  55  such 
samples  were  taken  from  these  private  supplies. 

There  are  relatively  few  houses  in  the  area  without  an 
internal  piped  supply  of  water. 


Fluoridation  cf  Water  Supplies. 

This  matter  was  again  considered  by  the  Health  Committee  in 
October,  1965  when  there  was  a majority  decision  in  favour  to 
endorse  the  Council's  resolution  of  January,  1963  recommending 
the  fluoridation  of  public  water  supplies  in  their  area.

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CARAVAN  SITES  AND  CONTROL  OF  DEVELOPMENT  ACT,  I960 . 


The  number  of  sites  licensed  -under  this  Act  increased  by- 
three  individual  sites  during  the  year.  Of  the  larger  sites  in 
operation  only  one  has  a popular  demand  mainly  from  servicemen 
stationed  in  the  area.  Three  sites  licensed  for  69  vans- have  not 
even  started  development  and  one  other  licensed  for  32  vans  has 
only  4 stationed  thereon.  Generally  speaking  the  sites  are 
reasonably  well-maintained  and  provided  with  a standard  of  amenity 
well  above  legal  requirements.  The  Council's  site  at  Kirkstead 
Bridge  in  the  parish  of  Martin  has  not  yet  shown  a demand. 

Statutory  action  to  remove  two  vans  occupied  0:1  an  unlicensed 
site  was  taken. 


DRAINAGE  ABB  SEWERAGE. 

As  reported  previously  the  sewerage  arrangements  in  the  area 
are  old,  inadequate  and  inefficient  but  during  the  year  the 
Council's  policy  of  comprehensive  improvements  were  further 
enhanced  and  the  schemes  fcr  Helpringham.  and  Silk  Willoughby  main 
sewerage  schemes  were  well-advanced  and  the  new  sludge  drying  beds 
at  Billinghay  were  completed.  The  house  drain  connections  in 
Heckington  and  Helpringham  were  progressing  steadily  and  conversions 
to  watercarriage  were  being  effected  by  improvement  grants  and 
conversions  at  joint  expense  of  local  authority  and  owner  under 
Section  47  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

Complaints  were  received  from  the  Scopwick  .Parish  Council 
regarding  the  necessity  fcr  a comprehensive  .scheme  of  sewerage  in 
this  parish  and  allegations  of  unlawful  pollution  of  the  beck  were 
made.  The  Public  Health  Inspector  m^t  .the  Parish  Council  and  as  a 
result  of  a special  survey  requested  the  Council  to  take  statutory 
action  against  those  persons  making  a direct  discharge  to  the  beck 
from  septic  tank  overflows.  18  formal  notices  were  served  and 
were  complied  with.  This  restored  the  bock  to  a reasonable  con- 
dition but  the  soakage  areas  in  this  area  are  unsatisfactory  when 
th&re  is  a high  water  table.  Prevision,  of  course,  will  be  ma.de 
under  the  Council's  policy  of  priorities. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING . 

There  were  no  significant  changes  in  the  Council's  refuse 
collection  service  which  is  based  on  a weekly  kerbside  collection 
in  respet  of  the  larger  parishes  and  a fortnightly  collection  for 
the  remainder  of  the  area  with  the  exception  of  Air  Ministry 
property  at  Cranwell  which  is  serviced  by  Contractors.  The 
service  continued  to  operate  smoothly  but  the  continued  demand  for 
a more  frequent,  less  onerous  carry  out  system  led  to  the  Council 
again  agreeing  to  consider  an  enhanced  service  towards  the  end  of 
the  year,  and  for  that  purpose  appointed  a Technical  Sub-Committee 
which  considered  and  made  recommendations  for  introducing  a weekly 
carry  out  system  which  was  approved  in  principle  with  a view  to 
its  operation  on  delivery  of  the  necessary  vehicles  and  recruitment 
of  the  necessary  labour.  It  was  expected  too,  that  the  Council 
would  make  an  early  start  on  the  proposed  new  amenity  block  to 
provide  adequate  drying  and  ablution  facilities  and  canteen  for 
the  manual  workers  employed  by  the  Council.  The  collection  of 
salvage  continued  to  be  an  integral  part  df  the  refuse  collection 
service  and  during  1 965/66  £2,911  was  realised  from  the  recovery 
and  sale  of  waste  paper  and  other  salvageable  material.  The 
collection  of  litter  and  emptying  of  litter  bins  on  lay-bys 
continued  to  be  a regular  service. 

The  disposal  of  refuse  was  carried  out ‘without  offence,  being 
controlled  so  far  as  possible  but  the  provision  of  covering  material 
was  difficult  to  come  by,  but  the  J.C  B,  Hydra-Digga  proved  to  be 
a valuable  mechanical  aid  to  tip  maintenance.

found  for  this  material  in  the  very  near  future.

RODENT  CONTROL. 

The  Department  employs  two  rodent  operators  who  carry  cut 
their  duties  conscientiously  and  efficiently.  It  undertakes  the 
treatment  of  domestic  premises  free  of  charge  and  is  available  to 
treat  infestations  of  business  and  agricultural  premises  etc.  on 
a rechargeable  basis.  Poison  bait  (Warfarin)  is  also  sold  at 
l/6d.  per  lb. 

Considerable  publicity  is  given  each  year  by  circular  letters 
to  all  owners  and  occupiers  of  land  in  the  area  and  this  year  was 
no  exception  - the  co-operation  immediately  following  such  pub- 
licity is  noticeable  but  loses  its  impetus  as  time  goes  on  and  the 
necessity  arises  for  a further  brain  washing.  Film  shows  and 
lectures  are  of  value  but  are  poorly  attended.  Every  effort  is 
made  to  educate,  particularly  the  farmer  and  farmworker,  to 


appreciate  the  dangers  cf  rodent  infestations  and  the  economic  and 
public  health  significance  of  efficient  'rodent  control.

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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 


Meat  Inspection. 

Once  again,  I am  happy  to  report,  all  meat  slaughtered  in  the 
District  has  been  inspected  - an  unbroken  record  since  de-control 
in  1954*  There  are  two  registered  slaughterhouses  in  the  area 
compared  with  seven  in  1 954 * There  is  still  no  adequate  control 
of  hours  of  slaughtering.  As  a result,  the  inspectorate  must 
carry  out  meat  inspection  outside  normal  working  hours. 

A vigilant  watch  is  kept  to  ensure  that  the  slaughterhouses 
are  kept  to  a good  standard.  Every  effort  is  made  both  to  indoctrinate 
and  to  raise  standards  above  legal  minima.  Frequent  visits  are  made 
with  Ministry  Veterinary  Officers  to  the  slaughterhouses. 

Other  butchers  in  the  area  make  use  of  the  facilities  available 
at  the  Sleaford  Slaughterhouse.,  for  their  supplies. 

Over  the  year,  the  Sleaford  U.D.C.  have  called  upon  your  Inspectors 
to  carry  out  meat  inspection  duties  at  the  Sleaford  slaughterhouse. 

These  requests  have  often  entailed  evening  work. 

Meat  condemned  during  the  year  amounted  to  some  6 cwts.  3 qrs. 

18  lbs.  - a slight  increase  on  19&4*  This  may  be  due  to  a slight 
increase  in  kill.  Tuberculosis  has  virtually  disappeared  from 
beasts  - although  still  occasionally  encountered  in  pig  carcases.

Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1954. 


(Part  year) . 


This  Act  provides  for  the  issue  of  licenses  to  slaughtermen 
and  any  issued  are  required  to  specify: - 

(a)  the  kinds  of  animals  which  may  be  slaughtered  or  stunned  by  the 
holder,  and 

(b)  the  types  of  instrument  which  may  be  used  by  him  for  that 
purpose.” 

The  Council  have  not  issued  any  licenses  for  the  slaughter  of 
horses.  They  have  restricted  slaughtermen  to  and  have  specified 
the  use  of  a mechanically  operated  captive  bolt  type  of  slaughter- 
ing instrument  for  all  animals. 

There  are  four  licenses  operative  authorising  the  slaughter  of 
all  meat  animals  except  equines  compared  with  twenty-three  in  1954* 

Condemned  meat  and  inedible  offal  from  slaughterhouses  and 
butchers  shops  are  regularly  collected  by  two  by-products 
manufacturers  for  conversion  into  animal  feeding  stuffs  and 
fertilisers.

Licensed  Houses,  Restaurants  and  Catering  Establishments. 

Inspections  were  made  of  all  the  above  types  of  food  premises 
as  often  as  was  possible  throughout  the .year.  Generally,  they 
were  maintained  in  a reasonable  condition  and  usually  complied  with 
the  basic  structural  conditions  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations. 

During  the  year,  the  Department  carried  out  further  inspections 
of  Licensed  Premises  in  the  Area.  Particular  attention  was  paid  to 
those  premises  at  which  works  of  repair  or  improvement  have  been 
previously  required. 
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I submit  below  details  cf  contraventions  known  to  exist 
together  with  contraventions  remedied  since  cur  previous  inspection 
in  June  19&5 <>  or  in  the  process  of  being  remedied  at  the  time  of 
inspection.

A continuing  improvement  programme  is  being  maintained  at 
licensed  premises  in  the  Area.  The  Brewery  Companies  have 
effected  much  repair  and  improvement  work  and  this  process  has 
accelerated  oyer  the  past  year.  The  majority  of  houses  are  now 
in  a satisfactory  state  and  comply  with  the  relevant  Acts  and 
Regulations. 

These  standards  jnust  be  continually  maintained  and  improved 
on  in  the  future.  I feel  sure  that  the  licensees  will  appreciate 
premises  which  are  structurally  sound,  provided  with  surfaces  that 
are  easily  cleaned  and  as  far  as  practicable  having  dust  and  dirt 
traps  eliminated.  Such  conditions  will  make  for  more  efficient 
management . 


Licensees  and  all  personnel  serving  and  preparing  foodstuffs 
in  licensed  premises  have  a very  special  duty  to  members  of  the 
public.  It  is  to  ensure  that  foodstuffs  are  adequately  pro- 
tected from  all  forms  of  contamination.  One  particular  practice 
deserves  publicity.  This  is  the  practice  of  smoking  while 
engaged  in  dealing  with  foodstuffs  - an  unpleasant  and  potentially 
dangerous  practice. 

The  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  state  (Reg.  9)* 

"A  person  who  engages  in  the  handling  cf  food  shall  while  so 
engaged  

refrain  from  the  use  of  tobacco  or  any  other  smoking  mixture 

or  snuff  while  he  is  handling  any  open  food  or  is  in  any  fcodroom 
in  which  there  is  open  food". 

and  "open  food"  means  "food  not  contained  in  a container  of 
such  materials  and  so  closed,  as  to  exclude  the  risk  of 
c ont  aminat ion". 

The  public  health  danger  from  smoking  is  not  the  potentiality 
of  ash  falling  on  foods  - aesthetically  undesirable  as  this  may  be. 
The  public  health  danger  lies  in  the  transference  of  oral  infections 
and  bacteria  from  lips  tc  fingers  and  onto  foodstuffs  in  the  act  of 
smoking. 

The  Brewery  Companies  were  informed  cf  requirements  at  each 
public  house  inspected  and  their  comments  and  proposals  were  invited. 
Invariably  the  Companies  informed  me  that  the  works  required  were  in 
progress  or  in  the  hands  of  builders.  This  information  was  then 
submitted  to  the  Licensing  Justices  together  with  details  of  each 
public  house. 
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I an  greatly  indebted  to  the  Licensing  Justices  cf  this  area 
for  their  valuable  co-operation,  help  and  interest  in  this  facet  of 
our  work.  Undcubtedly  their  influence  has  helped  to  raise  and 
maintain  standards.  Their  efforts  have  had  a most  salutary  effect, 
thus  obviating  punitive  action. 

Butchers  Shops. 

There  are  eleven  butchers  shops  in  the  district  most  of  them 
structurally  satisfactory  and  fitted  with  a reasonable  standard  cf 
equipment.  In  few  cases,  however,  it  was  necessary  to  draw  the 
attention  of  the  proprietors  to  the  need  for  protecting  joints  and 
carcase  meat  against  contamination  by  the  customer.  There  is  no 
doubt  that  the  vendor  will  continue  to  display  his  wares  and  in 
particular  with  the  smaller  premises  seme  screening  or ' protection 
against  the  customer  is  essential.  Those  contraventions  of  good 
practice  have  been  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  butchers  con- 
cerned but  progress  in  this  direction  has  been  slow  and  they  may 
have  to  be  more  forcibly  reminded  of  their  obligations  in  this 
respect . 


Food  Premises  Catering  Infrequently. 

During  the  past  year,  the  Department  has  continued  a campaign 
to  survey  and  improve  standards  at  these  premises  catering 
infrequently.  In  this  category  are  included  such  places  as  Church 
and  Village  Halls,  Hen- Conformist  Church  Roc-ms,  Tennis  and  Sports 
Clubs  and  similar  institutions.  Also  included  are  inspections 
of  premises  and  stalls  catering  at  open  air  events. 

Over  the  year,  there  has  been  a steady  improvement  in  standards. 
As  funds  have  become  available,  Church  and  Village  organisations  have 
begun  schemes  cf  modernisation  and  renewal.  I am  pleased  with  the 
progress  although  it  is  a necessarily  slow  process.  I am  sure, 
however,  that,  now  an  initial  impetus  has  been  given,  further  visits 
will  show  continuing  improvements.  I append  below  tabulated  con- 
traventions found  and  remedied  during  the  past  year.

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The  following  report  illustrates  the  conditions  encountered 
at  open  air  events. 

National  Grass  Track  Races  were  held  at  Thorns  Farm,  Aswarby, 
on  Sunday,  4th  July,  1965*  Once  again  the  Department  inspected 
all  the  catering  facilities  having  previously  written  tc  the 
caterers  concerned  pointing  cut  their  obligations  as  food  handlers. 
In  contrast  to  conditions  found  in  September,  1964  it  was  found 
that  all  the  caterers  had  adequate  handwashing  facilities  and  in 
general  food  hygiene  legislation  was  being  complied  with. 

It  was  noted  that  the  number  of  food  stalls  was  reduced  by 
more  than  50 i°  and  two  of  the  caterers  criticised  in  September  last 
did  not  attend  the  races  on  this  occasion.  The  "hot-dog”  vendor 
has  now  provided  proper  sectional  covered  stalls  where  previously 
he  sold  this  food  in  the  open  and  from  a small  motcr-van.  With 
modern  calor  gas  equipment  it  is  comparatively  simple  to  provide 
constant  hot  water  and  it  would  new  appear  that  the  criticisms 
of  the  catering  facilities  in  September  last  was  a result  of 
local  authorities  not  normally  inspecting  such  facilities  at  those 
occasional  events  coupled  with  ignorance  of  the  Feed  Hygiene 
Regulations  on  the  part  cf  the  caterers. 

In  conclusion,  a combination  cf  health  education,  adequate 
press  publicity  and  an  indication  that  the  statutory  requirements 
will  be  enforced  in  their  entirety  produces  these  satisfactory 
results. 

Registration  of  Food  Premises. 

The  number  of  premises  used  in  connection  with  the  manufacture 
or  sale  cf  ice  cream,  preserved  foods,  etc.  and  registered  in 
accordance  with  section  16  of  the  Food  & Drugs  Act,  1955>  are  as 
follows: -

Again  satisfactory  premises  were 
occasionally  nullified  by  unsatisfactory  handling  and  care  of 
products  through  thoughtlessness,  ignorance,  bad  habits  or  plain 
laziness.

Food  Factories. 

There  are  three  food  factories  in  this  area.  One 

deal 

s with 

poultry  evisceration  and  packing,  one  is  engaged  in  meat  and  fruit 
pie  producing  and  the  last  prepares  and  packs  beetroot  for  retail 
trade. 

All  of  these  factories  received  regular  visits  by  your 
inspectors  during  the  year.  There  has  been  a process  of  con- 
tinuing progress  at  all  establishments  in  both  standards  of 
cleanliness  and  in  structural  repairs  and  renewals.  Growth  has 
been  particularly  rapid  at  the  poultry  packing  establishment. 

This  has  entailed  careful  planning  and  necessitated  a close  watch 
to  ensure  that  the  interests  of  good  hygiene  are  not  subjugated  to 
the  interests  of  good  business.  Indeed  at  the  close  of  the  year, 
the  factory  had  greatly  expanded  in  throughput  with  no  deleterious 
health  hazard  occurring.  As  with  the  other  food  factories,  a 
close  co-operation  is  maintained  with  the  management.  This 
ensures  our  joint  consultations  where  interests  of  public  health 
are  involved. 

Samples  of  chicken  hearts  and  livers  are  regularly  despatched 
for  bacteriological  analysis  and,  during  1965*  some  820  samples  were 
submitted.  In  no  case  were  salmonella  or  shigella  organisms 
isolated  and  total  counts  proved  reasonably  satisfactory.  A close 
watch  had  to  be  kept  on  the  in-plant  chlorination  during  the  year  in 
order  to  minimise  available  chlorine  deviation.

As  in  all  factories,  during  periods  of  full  employment,  labour 
problems  do  arise,  sometimes  available  labour  is  not  of  the  most 
suitable  and  vigilant  efforts  have  to  be  made  to  instil  a constant 
awareness  that  the  product  is  a perishable  foodstuff. 

Similarly  at  the  meat  factory,  although. structural  repairs, 
alterations  and  improvements  were  much  to  the  fore  during  the  year, 
sampling  of  products  for  bacteriological  analysis  shewed  no 
infection  with  salmonella  or  shigella  organisms  and  plate  counts 
proved  negative.  Of  some  ccncern  to  the  factory,  however,  was  a 
high  concentration  of  mould  fungus  spores  present  in  the  factory. 

In  consultation  with  consultant  bacteriologists,  however,  the 
problem  has  been  largely  eliminated. 

School  Canteens. 

The  County  Health  Inspector  gives  particular  attention  to 
these  premises  and  he  has  set  a high  standard  of  uniform  conditions 
for  such  places  within  the  County  area. 

In  addition,  your  inspectorate  make  occasional  visits  some- 
times solely  in  the  interest  of  food  hygiene  and  on  occasion,  in 
the  course  of  tracing  dysentery  outbreaks  in  the  area.  The 
County  Health  Inspector  keeps  the  Department  fully  informed  of 
conditions  available  and  action  taken  by  the  Schools  in  this  area 
of  the  County. 

Food  Hygiene  Propaganda. 

This  is  a branch  of  the  work  where  the  District  Inspector  is 
most  useful.  A quiet  word  or  illustrative  point  brings  home  the 
message  of  maintaining  high  clean  food  standards  and  why  such 
standards. are  set,  much  more  powerfully  than  a rather  cold  informal 
letter.  A great  deal  of  good  can  result  from  well  organised 
campaigns  such  as  brains  trusts,  lectures  to  interested  bodies 
etc.  During  the  year,  the  schools  in  the  area  have  made  use  of 
lecturing  material  available  within  this  Department. 

Food  Hygiene  (General). 

A continual  improvement  is  noticeable  in  the  food  promises  of 
the  area.  Constant  attention  seems  to  be  paying  dividends  In 
that  food  dealers  have  associated  the-  benefits  of  better  lighted 
shdps.  "All  these  factors  make  for  good  hygiene.  Particular 
attention  must  always  be  paid  to  rear  storage  rooms  where  con- 
ditions are  not  usually  so  attractive. 

It  is  obvious,  however,  that  the  Health  Inspector  cannot  be 
present  all  the  time  and  one's  efforts  must  of  necessity  be 
brought  to  bear  hardest  on  the  most  recalcitrant.  Thus,  We  aim  to 
educate  all  food  handlers  and  all  management.  Our  greatest  ally 
will  always  be  the  general  public  and  particularly  the  housewife. 

If  the  general  public  complained  of  bad  conditions  (a)  to  the 
shop  assistant  (b)  to  shop  management  and  (c)  to  the  Health 
Department,  standards  of  food  hygiene  would  rise  dramatically. 

Ice  Cream. 


During  the  year,  21  samples  of  ice  cream  were  obtained  from 
various  dealers  in  the  area  for  analysis.  Twenty  samples  were 

within  Grade  I.  One  sample  in  Grade  II.  The  Grade  II  sample 

was,  however,  perfectly  satisfactory.  It  should  be  noted  that  it 
is  'unwise  to  pay  too  much  attention  to  single  samples.  Recommended 
procedure  is  to  sample  over  a six  month  period.  During  this  time, 
80^  of  samples  should  be  between  Grades  I and  II  with  50 i°  in  Grade 
I,  net  mere  than  20^  Grade  III  and  none  into  Grade  IV. 

Wherever  possible  itinerant  ice  cream  dealers  were  sampled. 

This  gave  an  opportunity  to  inspect  the  dealer's  van  and  personal 
cleanliness.

Milk  and  Dairies. 

This  aspect  of  public  health  work  which  formerly  devolved  on 
local  authorities  now  rests  with  the  appropriate  Minister. 

Local  authorities  are  still  responsible  for  the  registration 
and  supervision  of  the  milk  distributors  and  also  for  Part  VII  of 
the  Milk  and  Dairies  (General)  Regulations,  1959-  The  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  is  thus  empowered  to  take  action  where  milk  has 
been  subjected  to  infection  and  also  to  control  milk  handlers  when 
suffering  from  or  carrying  transmissable  diseases. 

There  are  35  milk  producers  in  the  area. 

All  producers  were  sampled  during  the  year.  There  was  no 
evidence  of  tubercle  bacilli  found. 

All  6 samples  of  milk  submitted  for  statutory  analysis  were 
found  to  be  satisfactory.

Milk  - Bacterological  Examination. 


The  County  Health  Department  submitted  17  samples  of 
Pasteurized  milk  and  6 untreated  milks  for  bacteriological 
examination,  all  of  which  were  satisfactory. 
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Biological  Milk  Sampling. 

The  County  Health  Department  also  submit  samples  of  milks  for 
biological  examination. 

Antibiotics  in  Milk. 

The  County  Council  continue  to  submit  samples  of  milk  for 
examination  for  the  presence  of  antibiotics. 

Mobile  Shops  and  Vans. 

Routine  inspections  are  carried  cut  on  mobile  shops  engaged 
in  good  trade.  Spot  checks  are  made  cn  both  vehicles  and 
operatives  to  ensure  compliance  with  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations. 
It  is  hoped  that  future  legislation  will  place  a better  control 
over  this  typo  of  business  in  the  interests  of  hygiene.  Many  of 
the  vans  are  based  outside  the  area  and  it  is  cur  practice  to 
liaise  with  our  public  health  colleagues  in  whose  area  the  vehicles 
originate. 

Food  Poisoning. 

One  outbreak  of  food  poisoning  occurred -in  the  area  during 
the  year.  The  family  involved  consisted  of  parents  and  two 
children  living  in  an  isolated  part  of  the  district.  The 
mother  only  shewed  bacteriological  evidence  of  infection.  The 
causal  organisms  was  salmonella  anatum  and  despite  enquiries,  the 
infecting  agent  could  not  be  traced. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  this  farm  had  previously  had 
14  deaths  occurring  in  a 50  calf  herd.  The  causes  of  death  was 
apparently  calf  dysentery.  The  Department  took  rectal  swabs  of 
the  remaining  calves  (6)  which  appeared  healthy  in  order  to  try  to 
connect  the  human  and  animal  infections.  One  calf  was  excreting 
Salmonella  Dublin. 

Laboratory  Facilities. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  existing  arrangements  which  satis- 
factorily meet  all  needs.

Legal  Action.

The  previsions  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955?  in  sc  far  as 
they  relate  to  the  chemical  composition  and  adulteration  of  food 
and  drugs  are  in  this  County  administered  by  the  Weights  and 
Measures  Inspectorate  and  in  the  areas  of  East  Kesteven  R.D.  and 
Sleaford  U.D.  with  a combined  population  of  approximately  30,000, 

87  samples  of  various  articles  wore  submitted  for  examination  which 
based  on  a Ministry  suggested  3 samples  per  1,000  population  target 
figure  - 90  , the  area  was  well  covered  in  this  respect. 
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PUBLI C C ONVENIENC  ES . 


Public  conveniences  are  provided  by  the  Council  at  Martin 
Village  and  at  Chapel  Hill.  The  responsibility  for  maintaining 
and  cleansing  rests  with  the  Council's  Surveyor  and  I can  appreciate 
his  difficulties  in  this  respect.  Proposals  to  construct  such 
facilities  at  Kirkstead  Bridge  were  still  under  consideration  and 
negotiations  were  in  progress  to  utilise  sanitary  conveniences  at  a 
Public  House  at  Billinghay  for  the  convenience  of  bus  travellers, 
changing  routes  in  this  village. 

AGRICULTURE,  SAFETY,  HEALTH  /HID  WELFARE, 

PROVISIONS  ACT,'  1956. 

In  general  some  type  of  closet  ; .0 c onme dat i on  is  available  for 
farmworkers  at  the  homesteads  even  though  these  may  be  earthclosets 
made  redundant  by  the  provision  cf  waterclosets  in  the  dwellirghouse 
and  gangmasters  do  make  some  elementary  provision  for  casual  workers 
We  received  only  one  complaint  during  the  year  and  formal  action  was 
taken  to  enforce  the  provision  of  sanitary  accommodation  at  a large 
farm  - this  was  complied  with. 

BURIAL  GROUNDS. 

Difficulties  in  obtaining  suitable  sites  for  the  disposal  of 
the  dead  contributes  to  the  need  for  a Crematorium  to  serve  the 
area  and  during  the  year  such  Crematoriums  wore  in  progress  in 
neighbouring  areas. 

No  exhumations  were  carried  out  during  the  year. 

SWIMMING  POOLS. 

There  are  no  public  swimming  pools  in  the  area  but  there  are 
several  private  pools  which  are  likely  to  be  used  by  visitors  or 
guests  of  the  owners  and  sometimes  by  children.  Supervision  was 
made  of  all  such  pools  during  the  year,  advice  given  on  chlorination 
and  cleansing  and  bacteriological  tests  made  occasionally. 

PET  ANIMALS  ACT,  19 SI  AND 
ANIMAL  BOARDING  ESTABLISHMENTS  ACT,  1963. 

There  are  only  two  animal  boarding  houses  licensed  in  the  area 
and  no  pet  shops.  Both  these  establishments  have  complied  with  our 
stringent  specifications. 

SCRAP  METAL  DEALERS  ACT,  1964. 

Five  persons  were  registered  under  the  provisions  of  the  above 
Act,  during  the  year. 


NUISANCES . 

Many  minor  nuisances  were  dealt  with  satisfactorily  during  they 
year  but  several  agricultural  nuisances  resulting  f-£cm  intensive  pig 
rearing  and  silage  operations,  all  which  caused  pollution  of  water- 
courses and  offensive  to  the  neighbouring  public,  required  prolonged 
negotiation  and  pressure  to  abate  same. 

NOISE. 

Action  was  taken  during  the  year  to  prohibit  the  use  of  audible 
bird  scarers  which  were  causing  a nuisance,  particularly  because  of 
the  frequency  cf  the  bangs  and  during  the  hours  of  darkness. 

DANGEROUS  BUILDINGS  ETC. 

Two  dangerous  buildings  were  dealt  with  during  the  year  and  the 
Council  filled  in  a dangerous  shallow  well  under  the  provisions  of 
Section  124  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936.

No  action  required  by  the  Department  during  the  year  either  to 
enforce  removal  to  part  III  accommodation  or  to  arrange  for  burials 
under  Section  50  of  the  Act.  Several  cases  were,  however, 
investigated. 

DISINFECTIONS  IN  CASE  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

The  terminal  disinfection  of  dwellinghouses  etc.  where  cases  of 
infectious  disease  have  occurred  is  not  now  carried  out  as  a 
routine  measure.  In  several  cases,  however,  on  application, 
dwellinghouses  have  been  so  disinfected,  and  from  a psychological 
point  of  view  alone  is  of  some  value. 

SCHOOLS. 

Further  improvements  were  carried  out  so  far  as  the  conversion 
cf  closet  accommodation  and  the  provision  of  handwashing  facilities 
and  adequate  drainage  was  concerned.  Regular  attention  is  paid  to 
the  cleansing  cf  septic  tanks  under  a contract  entered  into  with 
the  Kesteven  C.C.  in  1952  and  also  for  the  removal  of  kitchen  waste 
from  schools. 
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Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  196 3- 


This  legislation  was  designed  to  make  fresh  provision  for 
securing  the  health,  safety  and  welfare  of  persons  employed  to  work 
in  office  or  shop  premises  and  thus  brings  these  premises  into  line 
with  protections  enjoyed  by  factory  workers  under  the  provisions  of 
Factory  Acts  Legislation. 

The  Act  does  not,  however,  cover  all  premises,  some  shops  and 
offices  are  exempted  by  reason  of  one  of  the  qualifications  as 
under; - 

1 . Premises  in  which  only  near  relatives  of  the 
employer  are  employed. 

2.  Outworkers  premises. 

3.  Premises  in  which  not  more  than  21  man  hours 
weekly  are  normally  worked. 

4-  Premises  in  temporary  occupation  (6  weeks  maximum). 

\ 

By  order,  the  Minister  of  Labour  has  granted  partial  exemptions 
to  certain  small  buildings.  The  only  exemptive  order  at  present 
which  concerns  Local  Authorities  is  the  third  order  relating  to 
specified  structures  in  defined  places  used  for  retail  sale  e.g. 
kiosks  on  a beach  at  a seaside  town.  The  exemption  merely  relates 
to  the  provision  of  sanitary  conveniences  (section  $))• 

The  duty  of  enforcement  of  the  Act  is  the  joint  concern  of 
Local  Authorities  and  the  Ministry  of  Labour  (Factory  Inspectorate 
Division) . 

Broadly,  Local  Authorities  deal  with  the  usual  type  cf  private 
offices  and  shop  while  the  Factory  Inspectorate  deal  with  Crown 
Properties,  Local  Authority  Administrative  Buildings  and  Offices  and 
Shops  within  Factories. 

Thus,  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act,  Local  Authorities  have 
powers  to  control  the  state  of  cleanliness,  prohibit  overcrowding, 
maintain  reasonable  working  temperatures,  efficient  lighting  and 
ventilation.  There  are  also  powers  to  provide  and  maintain 
sanitary  accommodation.  Provide  drinking  water  supply  and  washing 
accommodation,  provide  adequate  seating  and  eating  facilities 
together  with  measures  to  ensure  the  safety  of  employees  from 
accidents  involving  machinery  or  constructional  defects  in  the 
property. 

Premises  to  which  the  Act  relates  are  registrable  under  the  Act 
as,  similarly,  factories  must  be  registered.

All  employers  were  notified  of  the  requirements  of  the  Act 
upon  inspection.  The  relatively  small  total  of  remedial  action 
shown  does  not  take  account  of  works  completed.  Much  further  work 
will  have  taken  place,  which  will  be  noted  on  further  reports 
following  future  inspections. 

Further  inspections  will  be  made  as  routine  and  non-compliances 
found  will  necessarily  mean  that  punitive  action  will  be  recommended 
to  the  Council. 

Section  8 - Lighting  Provisions. 

The  Minister  of  Labour,  in  circular  9 supplement  1 requested 
all  Local  Authorities  to  prepare  and  present  reports  on  lighting 
standards  in  shops  and  offices.  This  is  in  order  that  information 
should  be  available  to  draft  Regulations  on  lighting  standards. 

The  survey  was  to  take  place  during  November  1965* 

The  Department  has  made  a survey  of  artificial  lighting 
conditions  existing  in  shops  and  offices  as  observed  during  normal 
routine  inspection  work. 

The  artificial  lighting  standards  of  shops  and  offices  make 
generalisation  difficult.  One  point  was  however  immediately 
apparent.  The  shop  serveries  and  display  points  were  obviously 
much  better  lighted  than  elsewhere  on  the  premises.  This  is 
obviously  good  business  for  proprietors.  This  was  even  more 
obvious  in  newer  supermarkets  and  shops  converted  to  self-service. 

The  transition  from  attractive  brightness  to  gloomy,  dimly  lighted 
storerooms  was  bewildering  and  dangerous.  The  eye  always  takes  a 
little  time  to  accommodate  from  light  to  dark  and  this  brief  period 
of  "half  seeing"  could  result  in  nasty  accidents.  The  older  shops 
usually  served  by  assistants  were  generally  more  poorly  lighted. 

Often,  particular  points  of  work  in  the  shop,  such  as  counters, 
bacon  slicing  machines  work  tops  and  tables  were  dark  and  shadowy. 
Assistants  had  often  to  work  in  their  own  shadows  to  their  personal 
hazard. 

By  far,  the  worst  lit  places  were  storerooms,  corridors,  stairs 
and  wash-places.  Here,  artificial  lighting  was  either  of  very  low 
intensity  and  badly  positioned  or  occasionally  absent,  stacked  goods 
often  blocked  what  little  light  was  available  resulting  in  deep 
shadows.  With  very  few  exceptions  much  is  desired  in  the  lighting 
of  rooms,  passages  and  stairs  to  which  staff  have  access  and  which 
are  barred  to  members  of  the  public. 

I would  illustrate  my  point  with  examples  of  such  lighting 
conditions  as  were  actually  found  in  a representative  grocer,  butcher, 
confectioner  and  chemist's  shop.

COMMENT . All  store  rooms  at  shop  rear  are  inadequately  lighted 
with  the  exception  of  one  store  room.  Light  flux  derived  from 
undiffused  fluorescent  tubes,  badly  positioned  in  relation  to  work 
points  and  inadequate  in  quantity. 
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REC  QMMENDAT I ON . Sufficient  extra  lighting  points  be  provided 

suitably  positioned  as  to  work  points  and  that  due  regard  be  placed 
on  prevention  of  glare  by  shading  or  diffusing-  light  sources 
together  with  redecoration  with  light  reflective  materials  of  low 
glare  potential.

COMMENT.  Shop  lighting  generally  fair  except  at  particular  points 
of  work  where  overshadowing  is  occurring.

REC QMMENDAT I ON . Additional  lighting  of  adequate  strength  and 

suitably  positioned  so  as  to  obviate  shadows  and  blind  spots. 

This  provision  must  take  account  of  glare  by  suitable  shading  and 
diffusion  and  of  reflective  value  and  low  glare  potential  of 
decorative  materials.

REC OMMEND ATI ON . Additional  increased  lighting,  suitably  positioned,

Tho  light  flux  was  assossed  in  luueno/sq.  ft.  which  is  an 
expression  of  the  amount  of  light  falling  on  a plane  of  one  foot 
area. 


The  purpose  of  the  report  is  partly  to  gain  information  on  the 
standard  of  lighting  in  premises  covered  by  the  Act  and  also  to 
prepare  Regulations  creating  a national  standard  for  lighting. 
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For  the  latter  purpose,  the  Department  recommended,  a standard 
generally  of  15  lumens/sq.  ft.  with  the  strong  suggestion  that  this 
factor  he  raised  to  30  lumens/sq.  ft  at  particular  places  of  work  as 
counters,  desks,  tables,  tills,  etc.  A figure  of  some  7-10 
lumens/sq.  ft.  is  thought  satisfactory  for  stairs  and  passages. 

I do,  however,  consider  15  lumens/sq.  ft.  to  be  the  very  least 
we  should  expect.  This  standard  provides  the  absolute  minimum  of 
light  necessary  at  which  work  can  be  done  satisfactorily.  The 
higher  level  of  some  30  lumens/sq.  ft.  provides  illumination  at  which 
people  can  see  and  work  at  their  most  efficiently. 

To  give  some  idea  of  what  this  figure  of  15  lumens/sq.  ft. 
represents  I have  assessed  the  general  lighting, in  the  Council 
Chamber  at  15/25  lumens/sq.  ft.  and  the  Committee  Room  at  5 
lumens/sq.  ft.  These  figures  do,  of  course,  ignore  any  daylight 
addition. 

A guide  to  lighting  conditions  is  a direct  comparator  of  total 
wattage  to  floor  area.  Fluorescent  lighting  below  0.8  watts/sq. 

ft.  is  not  sufficient.  The  lighting  should  compare  to  1 or  above 

watts/sq.  ft.  Incandescent  filament  bulbs  require  some  5^  watts/ 
sq.  ft.,  due  to  their  relative  inefficiency. 

GLARE  - It  will  be  found  useless  to  increase  general 
luminosity  without  taking  great  care  to  prevent  glare.  A case 
arose  recently,  where  upon  representation  a low  level  of  some 
10  lumens/sq.  ft.  in  a shop  was  raised  throughout  to  some  30 
lumens/sq.  ft.  After  a few  days,  the  staff  complained  of  sore 
eyes  and  headaches  - a direct  consequence  not  of  increased  light  but 
reflected  brightness  from  surfaces  of  harsh  white  fluorescence. 

The  answer  was  diffusion  shading  and  muting  to  break  up  the  glare 
without  appreciable  diminution  of  luminosity. 

It  is  not  an  easy  matter  to  explain  that  light  to  which  an 
assistant  has  become  long  innured  to  is  relatively  inefficient  and 
insufficient.  Eyes  will  accommodate  and  tolerate  shady  conditions. 

It  is  transition  from  light  to  dark  and  impenetrable  shadows  which 
eyes  find  tiring.  ' The  essential  is  to  provide  sufficient  light 
for  doing  one’s  work  efficiently  and  with  least  accommodation  and 
resulting  fatigue  in  order  that  employees  health,  welfare  and 
particularly  safety  is  ensured. 

I append  below  some  further  details  of  the  standards  of  lighting 
found  in  shops  and  offices  during  November.  The  daylight  factor  is 
excluded.  The  acceptable  standard  laid  down  generally,  as  previously 
stated  is  at  least  15  lumens/sq.  ft.  and  preferably  30  lumens/sq.  ft.

The  table  shows  the  amount  of  pollution  monitored  in  the 
atmosphere  at  Ruskington.  For  comparison,  figures  are  given  of  a 
West  Midlands  ruralised  area  which  is,  however,  bordering  on  the 
West  Midlands  industrialised  conurbation. 

Roughly  the  West  Midlands  area  is  twice  as  smoky  and  contains 
over  three  times  as  much  sulphur  fumes  as  does  the  air  at  Ruskington. 
The  figures  have  been  abstracted  from  the  Bulletins  of  the  Warren 
Springs  Laboratory. 

It  is  not  generally  appreciated  that  the  biggest,  contributor  to 
smoke  in  the  atmosphere  is  the  domestic  grate  burning  coal  and  is 
not  the  industrial  fuel  burning  appliance.  Smoke  emitted  from 
industrial  chimneys  means  an  economic  loss  of  combustible  fuel  and 
industry  appreciates  this  factor.  It  is  also  commonly  believed 
that  large  towns  are  smokier  than  small  towns.  This  is  not 
necessarily  accurate.  Smoke  concentrations  depend  on  population 
density  and  also  on  how  much  'coal  is  burnt  in  that  area. 

Yorkshire  burns  three  times  as  much  coal  as  does  London  per  head  of 
population.  Thus,  for  a given  density  of  population,  smoke  con- 
centrations in  Yorkshire  are  much  higher  than  in  London.  Therefore, 
any  move  to  reduce  the  amount  of  coal  burnt. in  any  area,  will  result 
in  a decrease  in  smoke  concentration  in  that  area. 

Sulphur  dioxide  emissions  are  regrettably  not  so  easy  to 
prevent,  there  is  no  real  practical  or  ecomomic  method  of  removing 
sulphur  from  fuel  or  the  sulphur  compounds  from  the  flue  gases.  So, 
although  .tall  industrial  .chimneys  help  to  disperse  sulphur  compounds 
emitted,  the  amount  of  sulphur  compounds  produced  is  so  large  that 
the  ground  level  concentration  shows  no  signs  of  diminishing. 

Indeed,  sulphurous  additives  to  the  atmosphere  are  gradually  increas- 
ing as  a direct  result  of  greater  power  potential  of  factories  and 
the  increasing  fuel  requirements  needed  for  domestic  central  heating 
purposes.  This  is  particularly  true  of  oil  fired  heating  plants. 
Thus,  10  lbs.  of  oil  burnt  will  yield  0.6  lbs.  of  sulphur  compounds 
and  on  flue  gas  analysis  of  an  oil  burning  appliance,  some  30 70  of 
the  total  gases  emitted  are  sulphurous  compounds. 

The’  smoke/sulphur  dioxide  ratio  shows  that  in  Ruskington  a pro- 
portion of  the  atmospheric  pollutants  are  smoke  particles  i.e. 
particles  of  unburntfuel  with  a lower  proportion  of  sulphur  compounds. 
This  indicates  the  relatively  high  proportion  of  coal  burning 
appliances  as  against  the  more  efficient  domestic  central  heating  and 
industrial  plants.  The  comparator  figures  show  just  the  opposite. 

The  West  Midlands  comparator  shows  a much  higher  percentage  of  central 
heating  and  industrial  plants  against  purely  coal  burning  appliances 
and  reflects  the  value  of  smoke  control! 
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As  is  to  be  expected,  the  rural  district  is  comparatively  free 
from  excess  atmospheric  pollutants  but  any  effort  to  reduce  local 
atmospheric  pollution  is  worthwhile.  Thus,  the  Department  advises 
on  domestic  smokeless  fuel  burning  appliances  on  request  and 
administers  the  general  provisions  of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956,  as 
necessary.  All  planning  applications  are  seen  by  my  Department  and 
as  a natural  course,  new  boiler  installations,  replacements  to 
heating  systems  are  checked  and  if  necessary,  action  taken  under  the 
Clean  Air  Act,  particularly  in  relation  to  chimney  heights. 

Advice  was  given  in  respect  of  the  height  of  two  industrial  chimneys 
during  the  year,  both  of  which  were  complied  with.
